ANNUAL  REPORT,  1958 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs-  Frank,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  health  of  the  Urban 
District  of  Bredbury  and  Romiley  for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1958. 

The  steady  increase  in  the  population  continued,  and  the  estimated 
mid-year  population  was  18,910.  For  the  first  time  for  many  years  the 
infantile  death-rate  unf ortimately  showed  a sharp  rise  which  was  to  some 
extent  offset  by  a fall  in  the  number  of  still-birtihs.  For  many  years  the 
infantile  death-rate  for  the  Urban  District  has  been  below  the  correspon- 
ding rate  for  Engird  and  Wales,  but  this  year  it  is  almost  twice  as  high. 
Nine  of  the  twelve  infant  deaths  were  in  the  first  week  of  life  and  one  other 
within  the  first  month.  With  such  small  numbers  it  is  possible  that  the  in- 
crease may  be  accounted  for  purely  by  chance,  but  it  is  unwise  to  assume 
this  and  a close  watch  is  being  kept  on  the  situation.  Deaths  from  cancer 
of  the  lung  and  bronchus  totalled  15  compared  with  an  annual  average  of 
five  over  the  five  years  immediately  preceding-  The  previous  highest  num- 
ber of  deaths  from  this  cause  was  9 in  1955.  There  were  40  deaths  from 
angina  and  coronary  disease  compared  with  an  annual  average  of  27  over 
the  four  years  immediately  preceding  and  an  annual  average  of  22  for  the 
four  years  from  1950-1953. 

Notifications  of  infectious  disease  were  much  fewer  than  in  the  previous 
year,  mainly  accounted  for  by  a decrease  in  cases  of  measles.  There  was 
no  case  of  poliomyelitis  and  once  again  no  case  of  diphtheria.  There  were 
12  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  compared  wi^  five  in  the 
previous  year. 

The  Ooundrs  proposal  to  make  a Smoke  Control  Area  in  the  Cherry 
Tree  district  of  Romiley  has  been  provisionally  approved  by  the  Minister 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  There  are  approximately  640  proper- 
ties in  this  area  and  the  detailed  survey  of  individual  premises  is  now  in 
progress  so  that  a Smoke  Control  Order  can  be  submitted  to  the  Minister 
for  confirmation-  The  Council’s  proposals  for  extending  Smoke  Control 
Areas  during  the  next  five  years  have  also  recently  been  submitted  to  the 
Minister. 


Sanitary  conditions  and  the  generally  low  standard  of  housing  in  the 
village  of  Compstall  have  caused  concern  for  many  years,  and  it  is  therefore 
pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that  considerable  progress  has  been  made 
during  the  year.  In  the  first  place,  the  laying  of  a main  sewer  has  been 
completed.  Secondly,  the  Council  has  bought  106  houses  in  the  village 
and,  with  the  exception  of  a small  number  which  will  have  to  be  demohsh^ 
because  of  their  bad  condition,  the  remainder  will  have  repairs  carried  out, 
and  in  many  cases  improvements  will  also  be  made.  The  Council  are  to  be 
commended  upon  their  action  is  acquiring  this  property  which  comprises 
two-thirds  of  the  existing  houses  in  the  village,  for  I believe  that  progress 
to  better  housing  conditions  will  now  proce^  more  effectively  and  more 
rapidly  than  could  otherwise  have  been  achieved. 

The  Council’s  programme  for  dealing  with  unfit  houses  has  progressed 
satisfactorily.  Closing  Orders  or  Demolition  Orders  have  been  made  on  13 
houses.  Following  a public  enquiry,  the  Redhouse  Lane  Compulsory  Pur- 
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chase  Order  was  confirmed  with  modifications  by  the  Minister  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government,  so  that  demolition  of  20  houses  and  two  other 
buildings  can  now  proceed. 

In  September  the  Minister  of  Health  announced  an  extension  of  the 
poliomyelitis  vaccination  scheme  to  include  persons  bom  between  the  years 
1933  and  1942,  thus  making  vaccination  available  to  all  persons  aged  six 
months  to  25  years.  There  has  been  a good  response  from  children  up  to 
the  age  of  15  years,  approximately  75  per  cent  of  whom  have  already  been 
protected.  The  response  from  the  older  age  groups  was  much  less  satis- 
factory, although  there  has  been  some  improvement  in  recent  months.  I 
am  grateful  to  the  general  practitioners  working  in  the  area  for  their  valu- 
able assistance,  particularly  in  the  vaccination  of  persons  in  the  older  age 
groups. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Senior  Pubhc  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  Lewis,  for 
his  help  in  preparing  this  report. 

Finally,  I should  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee  for  his  great  interest  in  the  work  of  the  De- 
partment, and  for  his  very  ready  help  at  all  times.  The  confidence  shown 
by  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee  is  also  very  greatly  appreciated. 
I also  wish  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  and  colleagues  in 
other  Departments  for  their  continued  co-operation.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 

Laboratory  Facilities.  Examinations  of  Food,  Milk,  Water,  Ice  Cream  and 
materials  from  patients,  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Monsall  Hospital,  Manchester  (since  5th  July,  1948).  In 
addition  bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  when  necessary 
at  the  Pathological  Laboratory,  Stepping  Hill. 

The  following  services  are  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority 
and  administered  by  the  North  East  Cheshire  Divisional  Health 
Committee. 

Ambulance  Facilities.  A 24-hour  Ambulance  Service  is  available,  being 
provided  by  the  Hyde  Divisional  Health  Committee. 

Nursing  in  the  Home.  There  are  three  District  Nurses  in  the  Area  who 
undertake  general  nursing  and  maternity  work  and  two  who  practice 
midwifery  only. 

Home  Help  Service.  Home  Helps  have  assisted  during  the  year  in  the 
following  cases  in  the  Bredbury  and  Romiley  Urban  District.

School  Clinic.  Held  weekly  at  the  Bredbury  and  Romiley  Centres.  The 
school  dentist  attends  at  the  Dental  Centre  at  the  Bredbury  Clinic. 

Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  Immunisation.  Special  Clinics  are  held 
for  this  purpose  once  a month  at  the  Bredbury  and  Romiley  Centres.  In 
addition  immunisation  is  carried  out  free  of  charge  by  general  medical 
practitioners. 


Services  Provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 

Hospitals.  There  is  no  hospital  within  the  Urban  District,  and  patients 
from  this  area  are  admitted  to  hospitals  in  neighbouring  districts. 
Maternity  cases  requiring  hospital  accommodation  are  also  admitted 
to  hospitals  outside  the  area.  Where  necessary,  infectious  disease  cases 
other  than  smallpox  are  admitted  to  the  Stockport  Isolation  Hospital. 
Facilities  for  smallpox  cases  are  provided  at  Ellswick  Leys  Smallpox 
Hospital,  Lancashire,  and  at  Ainsworth  Smallpox  Hospital,  near  Bury. 

Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Diseases.  Special  Clinics  for  the  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Direases  are  held  at  Stepping 
Hill  Hospital,  Stockport,  and  Great  Egerton  Street,  Stockpart,  respec- 
tively.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Council  is  the  Water  Authority. 

A bulk  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Stockport  Corporation  Water 
Department,  from  the  Goyt,  Kinder,  Lyme  Park  and  Longdendale  sources. 

There  are  no  supplies  by  means  of  stand  pipes.  All  supplies  are  direct 
to  houses. 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of  its  several  parts  has  been  mostly 
satisfactory:  (a)  in  quality;  (b)  in  quantity. 

The  supply  from  Longdendale  enters  the  district  from  Haughton 
Green  and  serves  only  a small  part  of  the  area,  mainly  Mill  Lane  and 
Woodlands  Housing  Estates.  Attention  has  been  previously  drawn  to  the 
fact  that  this  water  shows  plumbo-solvency  to  an  undesirable  degree.  Com- 
plaints of  a brown  discolouration  of  this  supply  are  received  from  time 
to  time,  particularly  following  periods  of  heavy  rain.  The  discolouration 
is  due  to  suspended  vegetable  matter.

The  vehicles  in  use  in  the  department  consisted  of  two  fore  and  aft 
freighters  (16/18  cu.  yd.  capacity),  one  10  cu.  yd.  side  loader  and  two  6/8 
cu.  yd.  side  loaders  (one  of  which  is  held  as  a spare  vehicle).  The  newer 
of  the  fore  and  aft  tippers  is  equipped  for  emptying  the  bulk  refuse  con- 
tainers used  in  the  blocks  of  flats  erected  by  Manchester  Corporation. 

The  frequency  of  the  dustbin  collection  varied  during  the  year,  from 
seven  days  to  three  weeks  at  the  holiday  period,  the  average  time  over  the 
year  being  1 1 days. 

Besides  emptying  dustbins,  the  department  has  the  duty  of  emptying 
and  disposing  of  the  contents  of  pail  closets,  cesspools  and  ashpits  in  the 
district.

Refuse  DisposaJ.  Refuse  is  tipped  on  land  in  Ashton  Road,  Bredbury, 
thus  reclaiming  and  levelling  the  site  of  old  clay  pits. 

Infestation  of  the  tip  with  rats,  crickets  and  flies  occurred  at  intervals, 
and  appropriate  action  was  taken  to  deal  with  the  infestations. 

Salvage.  Salvageable  materials  such  as  paper,  rags  and  metal  are  col- 
lected in  trailers  attached  to  the  refuse  collection  vehicles  and  are  separated 
and  baled  at  the  Salvage  Depot,  Ashton  Road.  One  hand  press  and  one 
mechanical  press  are  used  for  the  purpose- 

Details  of  materials  collected  and  the  income  received  are  in  the 
following  tables.  A substantial  increase  in  the  weight  of  paper  salvaged 
will  be  noted,  whilst  the  quantity  of  textiles  varies  very  little.

PLACES  OF  ENTERTAINMENT 

The  sanitary  accommodation  of  nineteen  Public  Halls,  Cinemas,  etc., 
was  inspected,  all  complied  with  the  regulations,  and  certificates  were 
granted  by  the  Council. 


CLEAN  AIR  ACT 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  National  Society  for  Clean  Air 
and  the  Manchester  and  District  Regional  Smoke  Abatement  Committee.  The 
latter  Committee  comprises  Local  Authorities  within  a radius  of  15  miles 
from  Manchester. 

During  the  year  54  observations  and  inspections  were  made  of  factory 
chimneys  and  boiler  installations  in  the  district.  Where  excessive  smoke 
emission  was  found,  the  factory  was  visited  by  an  officer  of  the  Council 
for  the  purpose  of  warning  and  giving  advice  with  a view  to  abating  the 
nuisance. 

In  most  factories  it  was  found  that  plans  were  in  preparation  or  work 
in  progress  to  ensure  that  fuel  burning  plant  complied  with  the  Clean  Air 
Act.  The  results  of  this  work  should  be  seen  in  the  near  future. 

Preliminary  approval  was  obtained  for  the  Council’s  first  Smoke 
Control  Area  in  the  Cherry  Tree  District  of  Romiley,  There  are  639 
buildings  in  the  area,  the  majority  being  dwelling  houses. 
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RODENT  CX)NTROL 


The  Council  employs  one  Rodent  Operative.  All  types  of  properties 
have  been  inspected  during  the  year  and  treatments  carried  out  where 
infestations  were  discovered. 

The  Council’s  refuse  tip  at  Ashton  Road  and  the  sewage  works  were 
treated  periodically.  There  were  two  sewer  treatments  and  a 10%  test  during 
the  year. 

All  infestations  of  rats  and  mice  in  dwelling  houses  are  treated 
free  of  charge.  In  the  case  of  business  premises,  a charge  is  made  to  cover 
the  cost  of  materials  and  labour  and  in  some  cases,  an  annual  contract  has 
been  made  with  the  firm  concerned. 

The  Rodent  Operative  continued  to  assist  Marple  U.D  C.  in  rodent 
control  work  for  two  half  days  per  week.
